Sec. 1* Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee, That it shall be the duty of the Pre-^^^JJ 
iident and Directors of the principal, and branch Bank of the Bank, 
of the State of Tennessee to proceed, without delay, 
to wind up and close the affairs of the Institution by 
ceasing to make any further loans, and by making 6uch 
calls on the outstanding debts, as will be most likely 
to ensure their cottectioo in the shortest time practica- 
ble, agreeably to the laws now in force; and said Pre- 
sident and Directors are hereby authorized and, empow- 
ered to appoint such agents and attorneys, and to allow 
them such reasonable compensation as to them shall Agents to be 
seem fit and expedient for carrying into effect the provi- appointed, 
sions and intentions of this act, and to require the per- 
sons thus appointed to enter into bond and security for 
the faithful discharge of their duty, whenever it shall 
be deemed necessary. 

Sec. 2. Be it enacted. That at any time after six months Real estate ex- 
from the passage of this act, whenever the President and j*pt Banking- 
Directors of the principal Bank shall deem it expedient, viiie^o be sold! 
they are hereby authorized and empowered to sell, at 
public vendue, all the real estate belonging to the Bank, 
except the banking-house and lot, in Nashville, on acre* 
dit of one, two, and three years, on the purchasers giv- 
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ing approved security, and a mortgage on the premises 
to secure the payment.

and shall be paid to, and accounted for by either of the 
Treasurers of this State; provided, that this act shall not 
be so construed as to release any tax heretofore paid by 
such company or association.

CHAPTER II. An act to Charter the Union Bank of the State 
-n Tennessee. • 

Bank estab- g BC# 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
VAu . State of Tennessee, That there shall be established a 

Bank at Nashville, the capital stock of which shall not 
exceed three millions of dollars, and shall be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each; and books for 
subscriptions therefor shall be opened on the first day 
of December next, at the following places, to wit: at

Francis L. Kincannon, William F. Mason, Samuel E. 
Gilleland and William Dye ; at Reynoldsburgh, under the 
superintendence of Thos. K. Willie, Stephen C. Pavatt 
and William H. Miller; at Gainesborough, under the 
superintendence of Andrew Whitley, Leroy B. Suttle, 
Thcnas Smith and James T. Quarlcs; and any three of 
said commissioners at the places above mentioned, re- 
spectively, shall be sufficient to perform the duties of 
their appointments, and they shall keep the books open 
for subscription, at least, ten days; and the amount of 
the share or shares, so subscribed, shall be paid for in 
gold or silver, as follows: that is to say, ten dollars upon 
each share to the proper commissioners at the time of 
subscribing, and ninety dollars to the directors of the 
p ank for the time being, in such instalments as they 
may from time to time require. 

Sec. 2. Beit enacted. That the subscribers to said incorpoieting 
Bank, their successors and assigns, shall be, and they dame, 
are hereby created a body corporate and politic in 
law and in fact, by the name and style of The President, 
Directors -nd Company of the Union Bank of the State 
of Tennessee, and shall so continue until the first day 
of January 1863, and no longer; and by the name and 
style aforesaid, they shall be, and are hereby made able 
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and capaBle in law, to have, purchase, receive, possess, 
enjoy and retain, to them and their successors, lands, 
rents, tenements, hereditaments, goods, chattels and ef- 
fects of what kind, nature or quality soever, to an amount 
not exceeding in the whole three millions of dollars, ex- 
clusive of the capital stock aforesaid; and the same to 
sell, alien, devise, grant or dispose, of, to sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, 
defend and be defended in all courts of record or any 
other place whatsoever; and also, to make, have and use 
a common seal, and the same to break alter and renew 
at their pleasure ; and also to ordain, establish and put 
in execution such by-laws, ordinances and regulations as 
shall seem necessary and convenient for the government 
and management of said corporation, not being contrary 
to the constitution and the laws of this State or of the 
United States, and generally to do and execute all #acts, 
matters and things, which a corporation or body politic 
in law may and can lawfully execute. 

Sec. 3. Be it enacted. That as soon as the subscrip- 
tions shall be closed atKnoxville, and the other places 
Returns of eub- mentioned in this act, the commissioners appointed at 
ma^ tl0 to 8t c°om^ tnos e places shall respectively transmit and deliver to the 
missioned at commissioners appointed in Nashville, a list of the sever- 
Nashviiie a j su b S cribers at said places, together with the full a- 
mount of subscription money by the commissioners re- 
ceived as aforesaid, for which amount the receipt in wri- 
ting of said commissioners appointed in Nashville, or a 
majority of them, shall be a sufficient acquittance and dis- 
charge *to the persons respectively paying the same. But 
if on examination of the books, the whole amount shall 
not have been subscribed, said books shall be continued 
open at such times and places as the directors shall think 
proper until the same shall be subscribed for. 

Sec. 4. Be it enacted. That for the due administra- 
bedecTed " * tion of the affairs of said Bank, there shall be fifteen 
directors, citizens of this State, ten of whom shall be 
elected annually, at the banking-house in Nashville, 
1 seven of which shall reside in Davidson county, on the 

first Monday in January, by the shockholders, and the 
other five in the manner hereinafter provided for; and 
the directors, at their first meeting after each election, 
shall appoint one of their bocjy President of said Bank; 
and, provided, that if at any time it should so happen 
that an election of directors should not be made, upon 
any day, when, in pursuance of this act, it ought to have 
been made, the said corporation shall not for that cause 
be deemed dissolved, but it shalf be lawful at any other 
time to make such election, within thirty days there- 
after, in such manner as shall have been regulated by 
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the laws or ordinances of said corporation; and in case 
of the death, resignation or removal from (he state of a 
director, elected by the stockholders, his place shall be 
filled by the remaining directors or a majority of them, 
until the next general election; and in case of a direc- 
tor on the part of the State, the Governor of the State 
shall fill such vacancy. 

Sec. 5. Be it enacted. That the directors for the time Directors to 
being shall have power to appoint such officers, clerks a N ,ointoffi,erfu 
arid servants under them as shall be necessary for exe- 
cuting and transacting the business of said corporation, 
and tor allow them such compensation for their scfrvices as 
shall be reasonable; and shall be capable of exercising 
all such other powers and authorities, for the well gover- 
ning and ordering the affairs of said corporation, as shall 
be prescribed and provided by the latfs, regulations and 
ordinances of the same. 

Sbc. 6. Be it enacted, That whenever there shall have 
been five thousand shares of the capital stock of said gul ^* r e n ^ b ^ 
Bank subscribed, and the commissioners appointed in half of the state. 
Nashville shall certify that fact in writing to the Gover- 
nor of this- State for the.time being, he is thereupon au- 
thorized and required to subscribe on behalf of the State 
for five thousand shares of the capital Stock of said Bank ; 
and shall forthwith make and execute on behalf of the 
State, five hundred thousand dollars in bonds of one 
thousand dollars each, signed by him officially, and coun- 
tersigned by the Secretary of State, and under the seal 
of the State, bearing five per centum per annum interest, 
which bonds shall be made payable to the President, Di- 
rectors and Company of the Union Bank of the State 
of Tennessee, or assigns, at New York or Philadelphia, 
or afrsuch place as the president and directors may direct, 
at the periods and in the proportions following, that is 
to say, one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, at 
the end of fifteen years; one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars, at the end of twenty years; one hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand dollars, at the end of twen- 
ty-five years; and one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars, at the end of thirty years; and the interest upon 
said bonds to be paid half yearly; which bonds the Go- 
vernor shall hand over and deliver to the President, Di- 
rectors and company of the Union Bank of the State 
of Tennessee, in full payment for said stock; and shall 
have power, and it shall be the duty of the Governor for Governor to 
the time being, to appoint five directors for the man- ^P ^"*^ j^e 
agement of said Bank, annually, on the first Monday ol 
January in each and every year. And the legislature 
may at any subsequent time increase the stock of the 
State to an amount not exceeding one million of dollars. 
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Profits on g EC , 7, Be it enacted, That the profits, which may a- 
propriated a to rise from the stock ow ned by the State in the Union 
use of common Bank of the State of Tennessee, after the bonds of the 
sc do i. State shall have been paid, and also the bonus agreed to 

be paid by the Bank to the State for the privileges con- 
ferred by this charter, and also the interest which may 
from time to time accrue upon the deposits of public 
money, by the treasurers of the State, shall be and they 
are hereby appropriated to the use of common schools 
in this State, to be divided among the counties in pro- 
portion to their white population, making no discrimin- 
ation between counties having school lands and those 
which have none. 
Election of Di- Sec. 8. Be it enacted. That so soon as five thousand 
rectors. shares of the capital stock of said Bank shall have been 

subscribed, exclusive of the amount taken by the State, 
an election shall be held for directors, the commissioners 
appointed in Nashville giving thirty days' notice in the 
Nashville newspapers, who shall proceed forthwith lo 
organize said Bank, and continue in office until the next 
stated election, and until a new Board shall be formed. 
Sec. 9. Beit enacted, That theboard of common school 
commissioners, or the county courts, as the case may 
Commisfioner! ^ e » or an y literary institution or other corporation hav- 
&c. may sub-ing the management and control of the. funds in any of 
senbe for stock ^. ne counl i es in this State, be, and they are hereby au- 
thorized to subscribe stock in said bank under the same 
rules, regulations and restrictions of other stockholders 
under this act. 

Sec. 10. Be it enacted, That the following shall con- 
Fundamental stitute the fundamental articles of said corporation. 
principles for Art. I. All stockholders owning teh shares and un- 
6Tnk. nmen der shall be entitled to one vote, and the owners of more 
than ten shares shall be entitled to one vote for every 
ten shares, so that the whole amount of votes of any one 
stockholder shall not exceed thirty; and it shall not be 
lawful for more than two thirds of the old directors to be 
re-elected and serve as directors two years in succession; 
but no vote shall be given by proxy, unless such proxy 
shall have been appointed one month before the elec- 
tion: provided, that nothing herein contained shall pre- 
vent the re-election of the president as a director; and, 
provided, also, that no director shall receive or vote as 
proxy for any stockholder. 

Art. II. None but a stockholder, being a citizen of 
the State of Tennessee, shall be eligible as, a director, 
except such citizens of the State as shall be appointed 
by the State; and no director in any other wok, or 
the partner in trade of such director, nor two persons tra- 
ding in partnership at the same time, shall be eligible or 
capable of serving as directors in this Bank. 
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Art* III. No director shall be entitled to any emolu- 
ment, unless the same shall have been allowed by the 
stockholders at a general meeting; but the directors for 
the time being shall have power to make such compensa- 
tion to the President of said Bank, for his r extraordi- 
nary attendance at the Bank and superintending its con- 
cerns, as shall to them seem reasonable. 

Art. IV. Not less than five directors shall consti- 
tute a board tor the transaction of business, of whom 
the President shall always be one, except in case of sick- 
ness or necessary absence, in which case a president pro 
tempore may be appointed by a majority of the directors 
present. 

Art. V. A number of stockholders, not less than ten, 
holding at least live hundred shares, shall have power 
at any time to call a general meeting of the stockhol- 
ders, as shall also a majority of the directors, for purpo- 
ses relative to the institution, giving at least six. weeks' 
notice in two newspapers of general circulation, speci- 
fying the object or objects of such meeting. 

Art. VI. The Cashier of the Bank hereby establish- 
ed shall execute his obligation with good security, paya- 
ble to the President and Directors of said Bank and 
their successors in office, for the faithful performance of 
his duty as Cashier, with such covenants and in such 
penalty as said President and Directors shall deem re- 
quisite and proper; and said President ; and Directors 
shall have full* power to require like bond and security, 
from any other of the officers, with like conditions and 
covenants, if they deem it-necessary. 

Art. VII. The lands, tenements and hereditaments 
which it may be lawful for said corporation to hold, shall 
be only such as shall be requisite for its immediate ac 
commodation, for the transaction of the business of said, 
corporation, and such as shall have been bonajide mort- 
gaged to it by way of security, or conveyed to said 
Bank in satisfaction of debts previously contracted in 
the course of ordinary banking business, or purchased at 
sales upon judgments or decrees which shall have been 
obtained for such debts. 

Art. VIII. The stock of said Bank shall be assigna- 
ble and transferable only on the books of the company, 
according to such rules, ordinances, and regulations, as 
shall be prescribed by the President and Directors there- 
of; and it is hereby expressly proyided, that any stock- 
holder who shall transfer all his, her or their stock in 
said corporation, to any other person or persons whatso- 
ever, shall immediately cease to be a member of said 
company; and that any person or persons whatsoever, 
who shall accept a transler of any snare or stock in the 
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said Bank, shall thereupon become members of said cor- 
poration, agreeably to the fundamental articles of the 
same, and this act of incorporation* 

Art. IX. All bills, bonds, notes, and every contract or 
acquirement on behalf of the Company, shall be signed 
by the President, and countersigned and attested bygthe 
Cashier of the Company; and the funds of the Compa- 
ny shall in no wise be held responsible for any contract 
or engagement whatever, unless the same shall be exe- 
cuted as aforesaid, ^i 

•Art. X. The bills obligatory and of credit unddPhe 
seal of said Corporation, which shal] be made to any 
person or persons, shall be assignable by endorsement 
thereupon, under the hand orhands of such person or per- 
sons, and of his, her, or their assignee or assigdeessucces- 
sively; and shall enable such assignee or assignees, to 
bring and maintain on action, and recover thereon, in his, 
her,or their own names ; and bills or notes which may be is- 
sued by order of said Corporation, signed by the Pre- 
sident, and countersigned by the Cashier thereof, pro- 
mising the payment of money to any person or persons, 
his, her, or their order, or the beafrer, though not, under 
the seal of said Corporation, shall be binding and obli- 
gatory upon the same, in like manner, and with like ef- 
fect, as foreign bills of exchange now are ; and those 
payable to bearer shall be negotiable and transferable 
by delivery thereof only; and all bills and notes, whe- 
ther under seal or otherwise, at any time discounted by 
said Corporation, shall be, and they are hereby placed 
upon the same footing as foreign bills of exchange, so 
that the like remedy shall be had for the recovery there- 
of, against the drawer or drawers, endorser or endorsers, 
and with like effect, except so far as relates to damages, 
any usage, law, or custom to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 

Art. XI. The said Corporation shall not directly or 
indirectly demand, take, or receive, by jway of discount 
or for interest, a greater sum or sums than the following 
rates: that is to say, for all paper discounted by said 
Bank, having not more than 90 daya to run until due 
and payable, shall be discounted at six per centum per 
annum; over ninety days, and under six months to run 
until due and payable, not more than at the rate of seven 
per centum per annum; and for all paper discounted , hav- 
* ing more than six months before due and payable, not 

more than at the rate of eight per centum per annum : 
and said Corporation shall not, under any pretence, dis- 
count any paper which does not fall due within twelve 
months from the time when such paper may be offered 
for discount; provided that this article shall not be con- 
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strued so as to prevent the said Bank frotn demanding 
and receiving a reasonable premium for exchange, in * 
addition to the interest upon bills or notes payable at a 
point beyond the limits of this state. 

Art. XII. No stockholder in said Bank shall be en- 
titled to any other or greater accommodation in said 
Bank, by pledge of. his stock, than any other individual 
not a stockholder. 

Art. XIII. Half yearly dividends shall be made of 
so much of the profits as shall appear to the Directors 
advisable; and once in every year* at the meeting to 
be annually held for the election of Directors, there* 
shall be exhibited an exact and particular statement of 
the general accounts of the said Corporation ; and if 
any stockholder shall be in default or shall have failed " % 

to pay any part of the sum or sums, by him, her, or 
them subscribed, the party failing shall forfeit all pay- 
ments previously made to the Bank, together with any 
dividend which may have . accrued, should the BoaYd of 
Directors so direct. , 

Art. JEIV. It shall be the duty,.as soon as practica* 
ble, of the said President and Directors, to establish one 
office in East Tennessee, and another in the Western 
District, and one at Columbia in the county of Maury, 
for the purposes of discount and deposite only, and up- 
on the same terms £tnd in the same manner, as-shall be 
practised at the principal Bank, and to commit the man* 
agement of said offices, and the making of said difr 
counts, to such persons, under such regulations as they 
shall <Jeem proper, not being contrary to law or the fun- 
damental articles ofj the Bank. 

Art. XV* The said Corporation shall not at any time 
suspend or. refuse payment of any qf the notes, bills 
or obligations thereof; nor of a«y> money received up- 
on deposite in said bank, when demanded by the hold- 
er or depositer, at the place where the same is made 
payable, in gold or silver; and in case of such refusal, 
the holder of such note, bill ofr obligation, or the person 
or persons entitled ♦ to receive such money as aforesaid, 
shall be respectively entitled to recover interest from 
the time of such demand and refusal, at the rate of te$ 
per centum per annum* until paid. 

Sec. 11. Be it enacted, That in consideration of the ,

A Resolution in. relation to the communication of Mitchell King, Esq. on be- 
half of the Union party of South Carolina. 

Tke communication is made by Mitchell King, as a Delegate 
from the Union and State Rights party of South Carolina, soliciting 
the Legislature of Tennessee to co-operate with several other States 
of the Union, in sending representatives to what they .call "a South- 
ern Convention." Under ordinary circumstances, they believe that 
no legislative action should be predicated on the application of any 
self-constituted body on party of men, unknown to, and unrecogni- 
zed by the Existing laws of a sister State. But the intrinsic im* 
portance of the subject matter of the communication, confirmed, as 
it is, by the public historj. of the politics of that state, has induced 
this Committee to waive the unofficial character of Mr. King, and 
respectfully to all parties concerned,* make known their opinions on 
the important subject of his communication. 

The Committee cannot disguise to their own hearts, and will not 
attempt to disguise to the General Assembly, that in their opinion,, 
a crisis has arrived which threatens a dissolution of the Union, more 
difficult and dangerous, than any that has occurred since the adop- 
tion of the Federal Constitution. 

In the history of our country heretofore, all struggles for political 
power, all conflicts of factions, and all contests for principle, hava 
passed away, without impairing the confidence and faith of the peo- 
ple in their institutions, or lesseping in any degree, that devoted at- 
tachment to the Union and our comnjon country, which has so emi- 
nently distinguished the citizens of the American Republic* Your , 
Committee have observed wfth pain and mortification, that this has 
not been the result of the contest about the Tariff of eighteen hun- 
dred and tmenty-§ight. Since the passage of that act, a growing 
spirit of discontent, deepening into a loss of confidence in the ca- 
pacity of our institutions to protect the interest of the iqinority, 
and of disaffection to the Union, has manifested itself particularly in 
the South, and in some, though in a very small degree^ in the south 
west. This disaffection has shown itself chiefly in the .new and dan- 
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gerous doctrine of Nullification^ by which South Carolina claims 
the right, whilst remaining . a member of the Confederacy, to ren- 
der void and of no effect, within its limits, the Tariff laws of the 
General Government. 

Your Committee ;helieve, that under the Constitution, no such 
right exists, and that if it did, the existing laws on that subject 
furnish no sufficient occasion for exercising it — more especially, 
sirice the recent legislation of Congress, and the known wishes of 
the present administration, still further to reduce the amount of 
duties tothe ordinary expenditures of th6 government, as soon as it 
is practicable to do so. Whilst we thus distinctly declare our dis- 
, sent from this dangerpus doctrine, we cannot refrain from express- 
ing our liveliest sympathies for the sufferings ol South Carolina, 
and our earnest hope that she will calmly review its tendencies, and 
that she will do nothing (at all events, at the preseat.) calculated to 
endanger the integrity of the Union. , . 

As to the proposition of'the Union and State Rights party, for 
the call of a Southern Convention, your Committee are of opinion, 
that a Corivehtion of all the States, is the only one known to the 
Constitution as authorized to be called by the legislatures of the dif- 
ferent States, and they believe no sufficient case for extra constitu- 
tional action, • has yet occurred. Conventions, though emanating* 
from the people, if not provided for by the Constitution, as they 
confer power without imposing responsibility, ought not to \>e fre- 
quently or lightly convoked. Yet your Committee admit, that 
should a convention of the States aggrieved by the protective 
system, be convoked, Tennessee can hardly remain an uninterested 
or careless spectator. Her position, her feelings, and the pursuits 
of her population, all constitute her esssentially,one of the Southern 
States, and nothing materially affecting fhem, can fail to be more or 
less injurious to her. Hence she will always feel that her destinies 
are embarked in. the same vessel with theirs, and ^hat the storms and 
tempests that wreck them will mOst probably destroy her. It is this 
very identity of interest which should induce us to act ia concert in 
calling a convention of the States agreeahly to the Constitution, 
and admonish each member and partner in suffering, not to ven- 
ture singly and alone upon a contest, which must ultimately result 
in the discomfiture of all. 

Whilst we thus decline recommending to the legislature, to ap* 
appoint delegates to the proposed Contention, we do not mean to com- 
mit our constituents from sending thern, on the further development 
, of events, if they should think proper to do so, on a call of such a 
Convention by the other Southern States. We have no authority 
so to commit them. Nor do we we wish to be regarded as insensi- 
ble to the pure and patriotic motives of the Union party, in making 
this application to this General Assembly* Differing only as to the 
means, we most heartily concur with them in the end and purpose of 
this mission — the preservation of our heretofore happy and glorfous 
Union* 

Your Committee entertaining these opinions, recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution: 
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Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of. Tennessee, That 
whilst they duly appreciate the patriotic motives of the Union and 
State Rights party of South Carolina, and in common* with them, 
deprecate the doctrine of nullification now inculcated by the domi- 
nant party of that State — yet they do not believe it to be proper, 
%hd therefore decline the appointment of delegates, by this Legis- 
lature to attend saicl proposed Convention. *

their* constituents, and to the world* their approval or disappro- 
bation of thfc measures and policy pursued by the General Govern- 
ment, for the time being, and , especially of the administration 
of tbe executive defpartment thereof; and whereas this Gene- 
ral Assembly, in these times of party strife and excitement, feeling 
it Jo be a paramount duty which Tennessee, in the present momen- 
tous posture of public affairs, as a sovereign member of the confede- 
racy* of the States of the Union, owes to herself, to stand forth and 
cordially and openly avow to hpr patriotic sister states, and to the 
people of th§ United States her. undisguised views and opinions of 
the public measures and policy of the present national administra- 
tion; and whereas, this General, Assembly most anxiously and ar- 
dently desires to see the happy union of the States, peaceably pre- 
served from danger of disruption for all time to come, if possible, 
and to see the Constitution preserved from every violation and en- 
croachmenfy and at the same time feeling the most unlimited confi\ 
dence in the patriotism and talents of the President of the United 
States* and most cordially approving of the acts, policy and mea- 
,surtes which he has heretofore pursued in relation both to foreign 
and domestic affairs; and whereas, this General Assembly is" inQy 
impressed with the belief that as great a share of public good and 
private happiness will ultimately accrue to ; the United States, and 
to the people at large, from the constitutional f ejection by the- 
President of the bill lately « passed *by Congress, to rS-eharter 
the Bank of the United States, as has ever resulted from any act or 
measure of any branch of the Federal Government, since the De- 
claration of Independence.
